BERN,  Switzerland  — Swiss 
men  told  their  women  through 
the  ballot  box  Sunday  to  stay 
at  home  and  keep  out  of  politics. 


By  a vote  of  654,924  to  323,- 
306 — better  than  a 2-1  majority 
— the  men  defeated  a proposed 
constitutional  amendment  to  per- 
mit women  to  vote  and  run  for 
federal  office. 


The  government  proposal  won 
majorities  in  only  three  of 
Switzerland’s  25  cantons  (states) 
and  half-cantons — Geneva,  Neu- 
chatel  and  Vaud.
